1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rathus et al(Rathus) in view of Matsuo et al(6,906,705). 

- Claims 1-40 recite subject matter that is met by Rathus for the reasons of record as 
discussed in the previous office action, except for: 

1) the electronic display device being able to flexibly deform with the flexible 
carrier material. 

Although not specifically shown by Rathus, use of electronic display device being 
flexibly deformable with a carrier material is well known in the art. In related art, Matsuo 
et al(Matsuo) discloses an electronic paper of a flexible display medium(l01, column 3, 
lines 28-31). Since use of flexible display medium is well known, as shown by Matsuo, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was 
made to incorporate the flexible display medium of Matsuo into the system of Rathus, 
since the flexible display medium would have helped resist breakage of the display 
medium upon deformation of the display medium.
